Call_to Order 
The meeting was called to order at 1:40 p.m. 


Approval of Agenda 


It was moved and seconded (Armstrong/Crowe) to approve and adopt the agenda 
as circulated.

It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Raudsepp) to approve and adopt the minutes 
of the meeting held on October 27, 1980.

It was moved and seconded (Trudel/Taggart) to approve and adopt the minutes 
of the meeting held on November 5, 1980. Vote: CARRIED 


Chairman's Remarks | 


The Chairman reported that at the last meeting of Senate a healthy debate 
took place around a student appeal, and that the proposal for a Diploma 
in Writing/Translation was accepted for implementation in September 1981. 


Dean Taddeo asked to have recommendations concerning honorary degree 


‘recipients sent to him in time for consideration at the Febraury meeting 


of Council. 


The Chairman announced that the May meeting of Council, scheduled for 
May Ist has been changed to May 8 because of a re-scheduled meeting of 
Senate. 


Questions and Announcements 


Prof. Shulman asked for a clarification of the policy on sabbaticals, or 
its interpretation, insofar as the date of notification to faculty of the 
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decisions taken. The Dean replied that to his knowledge no change had 
occurred. 


Concern was expressed over the failure to reach salary settlements as 
happened last year, early enough to avoid taxation in the wrong year. 
It was agreed that salary discussions were not in order at a Counci] 
meeting. 


Elections (ASFC 80-12-D1) 


Dean Taddeo asked to have document ASFC 80-12-D1 corrected to indicate 
that Prof. Fonda is a member of Modern Languages and Linguistics Department 
and that Prof. O'Brien a member of Communication Studies. 


It was moved and seconded (Malik/Crowe) to approve the slate for the 
Advisory Search Committees. Vote: CARRIED

Computer Science Sub-Committee of U.C.C.C. 


It was moved and seconded (Kornblatt/Raudsepp) to approve the slate of 
nominees for the Computer Science Sub-Committee. Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Chaikelson/Slack) to close nominations. 
Vote: CARRIED 


Elected by acclamation were Prof. Proppe (Mathematics) for a two-year 
term and Prof. Stelcner (Economics) for a one-year term. 


Curriculum Committee Reports 
Profils Changes - Report 24U (ASFC 80-12-02) 


It was moved and seconded (Raudsepp/Fischer) to approve the report on 
Profils Changes. 


Prof. Taggart asked if it was the intention to eliminate the Knowledge of 
French test from the Journalism profile as was implied in the report. 

Prof. McKeen replied in the negative saying that what was proposed was to 
become the formal profile and that the printed profile at the head of the 
Faculty's listing has alwaysHeen inconsistent with ‘the prose of Journalism's 
Ealendar statement, and always inconsistent with the practice in the 
Journalism Department. He went on to say that to enter the Journalism 
programme, or any courses in it, students are required to take as the basic 
course Journalism C200 for which a placement test is required and which 
includes some knowledge of French. 


The question was called on the motion to approve the report on Profils 
Changes and was CARRIED (1 abstention) 


Special Summer Session 1981 - Report 25U 
(ASFC 80-12-D3) 


Prof. McKeen asked to have the asterisked note corrected to read "Summer 
Session 1981". He explained that sets of courses listed for the French 
Department and for Modern Languages have been offered for more than one 
session, but that they require annual approval by Council. 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Pechter) to approve the report on 
courses to be offered in the Special Summer Session 1981. 


Prof. Baldwin pointed to the problem with the French Summer School courses 
saying that there was nothing clearly spelled out as to course equivalencies 
in terms of regular courses in French at Concordia, nor was there any 
reference to pre-requisite courses required of Concordia students. She 
continued by saying that an increasing number of Concordia students are 
registering in the Special Summer Session each year. 


It was moved and seconded (Slack/Armstrong) to amend the motion to approve 
the report subject to the proviso that the French courses include the 
required pre-requisites in terms of Concordia students; as well as equivalent 
courses in terms of regular courses offered at Concordia. 
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The question was called on the motion to approve the report on the Special 
Summer Session 1981 as amended and was CARRIED. 


Graduate Curriculum Changes - Exercise Science (ASFC 80-11-02, page 23) 


Prof. McKeen reported on the outcome of his discussion with those concerned 
about the statement on Exercise Science which was tabled when the changes in 
Graduate Studies programmes were considered at the last meeting of Council. 
He said that the Department had changed its mind and preferred to have the 
report approved as presented to Council in order to have jt appear in the 
Graduate Studies calendar. 


It was moved and seconded (Armstrong/Fischer) to approve the Graduate 
Changes in Exercise Sctence as presented in document ASFC 80-11-D2, page 
23, subject to presentation by the Co-programme Director to the Council of 
the Faculty of Commerse and Administration. Vote: CARRIED 


Prof. McKeen was instructed to transmit the directive from Council] to the 
Department. 


Report from the Committee for the Establishment of a Cumulative Percentage. 
Average (ASFC 80-12-D4) 


Prof. Kornblatt presented the report to Council. 


It was moved and seconded (Kornblatt/Hamalian) to accept the report on 
recommendations concerning the establishment of an annual percentage 
average. Vote: DEFEATED 


It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Scheinberg) to notify Senate that the 
Arts and Science Faculty is not prepared at this time to have a cumulative 
percentage average entered on the records and transcripts of the students 
in the Faculty; further the Faculty does not agree that should it move 

to use a cumulative percentage average in the future that the method 

would be the one being proposed at the present time. Vote: CARRIED 


Mid-term Break (ASFC 80-12-D5) 

It was moved and seconded (Scheinberg/Shulman) to notify Senate that the 
Arts and Science Council is in favour of the principle of a mid-term break 
for implementation for two academic years (1981-82, 1982-83) and that an 
evaluation be made by Senate after the first year (1981-82) concerning 
implementation for subsequent years. Vote: CARRIED
